The editorial admits wide, 
fundamental breaches in the 
Communist structure, ap- 
peara to condemn extremes, 
but generally comes out 
solidly on the side of the 
Soviet Union. 


The editorial has a temporary 
Importance, however, and 
will undoubtedly bo widely 
read In| Communist Parties 
through the world. It clears 
misunderstandings about the 
direction of Chineso policy, 
but it does little to heal the 
breach. If anything, {ts 
strictures against Marshal 
Tito emphasise the profound 
nature of the divislons 
now manifesting themselves 
In the Communist world. 
Peking's warning of the 
consequences of persisting 
in an independent course 
scems certain to fall on deaf 
ears. Not even the admis- 
sion of Stalin’s mistakes can 
do much to change the course 
adopted by Yugoslavia.

Any sense a new deviation, 
It bewan when Tito deter- 
mined he would be master of 
his country’s destiny, when 
he rejected Stalin's attempt 
to Impose Soviet dominn- 
tion. With such senti- 
ments as “We must con- 
tinue to strengthen Jnter- 
national proletariat _ soll- 
darity with the Soviet Union 
at its centro”, Marshal Tito 
could not. be less sympathe- 
tic. To this extent Chinn's 
attempts at reconciliation 
are unrealistic. Peking alsy 
betrays fears of the Com- 
munist bloc disintegrating 
leaving Russia and China 
jnolated from the rest of the 
world. 


The chief concern seems to be 
that Yuposlavia's con-) 
temptuous = disregard oof
